Quickness  and  shooting  will  be  strong 
points  for  Avila’s  men’s  basketball  team 
this  year.  In  fact,  Coach  Bill  Waris  feels 
this  year’s  squad  is  probably  the 
quickest  and  best  shooting  in  Avila’s 
basketball  history.
